are all paid by the hour, and so ordin 


arily they would not be paid ien they 


was 


were not working but the argument 
idvaneed that these regular men were 
often called out for overtime work for 
which they received no pay, and there 
fore this payless work hould be brought 
into consideration when they were ofl 
sick 

The board, however, did not consider 
the overtime, and decided that on 
week’s pay should be given regular 
laborers on the sick list Yet in all fau 


ness to the workers, they should be paid 
for every minute of overtime that they 
work. No business which pays men by 
the hour requires overtime work without 
paying at least the same rate of pay pet 
hour of overtime; town busine should 
be conducted the same way 

In these days when there are so many 
unemployed it might be even better to 
refrain from using men overtime and 
employ some of the surplus labor in 
town. [f during a storm it is necessars 
to have some of the more skilled, more 
dependable laborers go out to see thal 
the roads ‘are not flooded because ol 
clogged up catch basins, despite the fact 
that they may have worked their ordin 
arv hours, it should be easy enough to 
give them an equal amount of time ott 
later when less skilled labor is required 

Whatever is done, men should be paid 
for the amount of work that they do 
justas if they had to pune ha time clock 
when they tarted and when they 
finished. It not fair to the worker to 
require extra without pay unless some 
sick leave is given, but it is not business- 
like to demand overtime work without 
pay on the mere promise that if the men 
do become sick, they will be given time 
off with pay. [tis far better to pay them 
for the exact amount of work that they 
do, no more, no less

\ total of 1691 Andover voters tn 
November, 1932, went to the polls and 
on a referendum voted to approve a new 
form of election, the pre-primary This 
Tuesday 164 voters in this town cast 
ballots at the first election held under 
this new law. In other words, about ten 
percent of those who by their voles two 
years ago felt that a pre-primary should 
be held were interested enough in the 
new form of election to get out and vote 
Just a little over three percent of the 
revistered volers in Andover cast ballots 

Duesday’s farcical election throughout 
the state proved that the pre-primary | 
a useless, costly adjunct to our electoral 
system, Andover alone had to waste over 
one hundred dollars for these 161 vot 
which as it turned out proved absolutely 
nothing at all. 

No one really cared here about the 
results of the election. The delegates and 
town committees were in reality chogen 
just the same as they used to be, with the 
exception that it cost more money this 
way. Most of the voters don’t even know 
what the town committees do, and they 
don’t care. As for the delegates, most 
people know that they go lo a conven- 
tion where among other things they 


select the candidates who will appear | 


on the primary ballot in September, but 
did anyone in Andover Tuesday make it 


a point of finding out who the candi- 
dates for delegates preferred for these 


state offices? 
The Massachusetts election system al 


present is about as follows: in April 


people are selected who in June select 


candidates who appear on the primary | 
ballot in September to see if they shall 
be voted on in November, Next someone 


will be proposing that those who appear 


on the April ballot shall be selected at a 
special election in February. It’s time to 
stop these superfluous elections now; 
Massachusetts cannot afford to spend a 
quarter of a million dollars on something 


about which no one cares anything 


Any bill introduced at the state house 
with the purpose of placing this latest 
type of election in the junk heap with 
ill the other noble experiments will be 


welcomed by an election-weary public.
